PARTY CQHGRB88 CAUB FOR EXPANSION — LeninsJtoye Znamya, Wo 93, 13 May 49 

Dec la Ions of the Second Congress of the KP(b) Karelo -Finnish 8SR stressed 
the achievements, problems, weakneaeep, and further development of the Karelo - 
Flnnleh timber and paper Industry. 

The Xarelo-Tinnish timber industry produced 5 j percent of the Republic's 
total groee production in 1948 ~ In the same year, the Republic's logging In- 
dustry shipped 4,822,000 running meters of timber, over 160 percent more than 
in 1945. In 1948 the paper Industry produced 44 percent more paper and 32 
percent more oellulose than In 1940. Woodworking enterprises of the Ministry 
of Timber and Paper Industry produced 752,700 cubic meters of wood products 
du^fctg the first 3 postwar years. 

However, the growth of the timber industry Is lagging in comparison with 
the development of other branches of the economy and is not meeting their 
demands for timber. The Industry Is slow In utilizing machines, equipment, 
and new techniques. 

The Congress considered the complete restoration end further development 
of the logging Industry to be the most Important tasks of all Hare lo -Finnish 
party organizations. The untouched timber stands of the east rr^ northwestern, 
and southeastern parte of the Republic should be put to use. The Congress 
reccawndsd that the Council of Ministers and the General Committee X?(b) raise 
the level of logging by the Ministry of Timber and Paper Industry to 6.4 million 
cubic maters In 194?, 10 million in 1951, and 20 million in 1955* 

The number of permanent workers In the logging Industry should be Increased 
to 70,000 In the nert 3 to 4 years. Steps should be taken for the further 
development of the woodworking and cellulose and paper industries in accordance 
with the general growth of logging. He construct ion must be completed and new 
construction begun on the Segezha and Kondopoga Paper Combines and the Pitkya- 
ranta Cellulose Plant. The Congress recommended that the Central Committee of 
the KP(h) Karelo-Flimish SSR examine the question of constructing hydrolytic 
alcohol shops in largs savmillB.

Timber industry workers and kolkhozes of the Komi ASSR exceeded the 1948 
plan for logging * As of 1 January 1949, 1,151,000 cubic meters of timber had 
: been logged above plan, and 573,000 cubic meters of timber had been hauled above 

plan. This included the Ministry of Timber and Paper Industry, which showed 
the following results: logging, 969,000 cubic meters; hauling, ^75,000 cubic 
meterB . In 1948, 1,506,000 cubic meters more timber wars hauled than in 1947, 
and the volume of logging by enterprises of the Ministry and Timber and Paper 
In^^try reached the 1950 level.

During 1948, logging enterprises of Gorskiy Oblast fulfilled the plan for 
logging 155*7 percent and the plan for hauling 119*8 percent. Above -plan 
logging amounted to 1,667,000 cubic meters of timber and above hauling to 
984,500 cubic maters »
